The facts 
quoted below are not al! a7; vet it may not he 
amisa to review them, and at the same time to 
remember that they constitute but a very sma!! 
part of the instances in which death has audden'y 
overtaken the contemners of Gad’a holy day 
Ox one Sabbath about a gear since. four voung 
¢ lad: were drowned at Providence, RL. by the 
upsetting of a oat in which they were sailing 
" for pleasure. On another Sabbath, soon after, 
three men were drowned at Philadelphia from 
different boats, and a fourth waa throw from his 
gig and had his lez hroken. An accurate recor! 
ofsuch acciden!s would turaish, if we mistake 
pot, a more affecting comment on the guilt and 
danger of profaning the Sabbath, than anv other

It appeara from records actually kept in a cer- 
tain piace, that more than twice as many have 
been drowned in that place on the Sabbath, as 
on any other day of the week. A yorne man in 
N Hampsbire.who had often profaned the Lord’s 
day, boasied one Sabbath tha he had that day 
bathed io two ponds, and that he would vet bathe 
in another. At evening he was found dead at 
the bottom of the pond, and carried home a 
corpse.

She felt that she was doing wrong, and said she 
would never again visit onthe Sabbath.

piety he even said be wonld go hell if he 
did not cross.

His friends were so impressed that it was 
ajudgment from God, that they stood in amaze- 
meat till it was too late to help him. 

What is more striking still uf possible: A pious 
minister in-his sermon, ooce spoke of the man 
in the camp of Israel, who was stoned to death 
for gathering sticks on the Sabbath. A thought 
less man present was offended; and to show his 
contempt, left the house and bezan to gather up 
sticks. When the congregation came out they 
found the man dead with the bundle of sticks in 
his ars, 

But this may suffice in general. Let me now 
therefore come to what is nearer home, I doubt 
not you have often heard of persons meeting 
with some judgment when violating the Sabbati); 
but they do not always. Sometiwes they ruw 
clear: yea, God bears long with them. They go 
and come in safety. Thus it has been, and | 
suppose continues to be, with not a few among 
us. Sabbath before last, if 1 have not been mis 
informed, every boat on pood was taken 
up with one & another who bad resorted thithe:

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AN APPEAL IN BEHALF OF SEAMEN.

“Oh think on the mariner toss’d on the billow, 
Afar from the bome of his ohildhood and youtn: 
No mother to watch o’er bis sieep-broken pillow, 
No father to counsel, no sister to soothe.”’ 


Chrtatendom has long slumbered over the ma- 
ritime world, and been almost entirely regardless 
of the moral condition of seamen. On this sub 
jectashimber deepand lovg has rested upoa 
the cliristian world; and seamen, geveration 
after generation, have been made the prey of 
vice in every form, with scarcely ‘‘an eye”? to 
pity or a hand to save, But God calls upon men 
to arise from this slumber, and upoa Christians 
to “shine” upon this. darkness, that their light 
may be seen and felt among the nations. Then 
shall the light of Zion “‘break forth asthe morne 
ing,’? and the “Gentiles shall come” to her light; 
and the *‘abuudance of the sea slall be convert 
ed”? unto her. It has, however, been said, that 
‘sailors, do what you will for them, will be sai 
lors atill; and also, that ‘*you may as well labour 
with a main mast, toproduce a moral change, 
as with a sailor”? Now, io opposition to this 
statement, we will prove, if there be truth either 
in the Bible or fact, that 

SEAMEN CAN BE CONVERTED. 

To prevent being misunderstood, we will ex- 
plaiw. By seamen we mean, that class of men 
who ‘‘do business in the great waters,” and who 
thus become inhabitants of the world at large.— 
We mean them asa class disticct from other men. 
By their being converted, we mean, that they can 
be chaaged from a life of sin to a life of ho!iness; 
from siuners to saints; and from the enemies to 
the friends of God. 

That seamen can be converted, in the above 
senses, we prove, from the facts that they sre 
men, aod t-aitwve Gospel of Christ 1 designed to 
save men, Seamen are not only men, bution ma- 
ay things, men of a noble and generous charac- 
ter, to be met with in few other men. They 
are men o feeling, aod that often of a peculiarly 
tender kind. Even in masters of religion they 
vfien feel, when itis clearly presented to them, 
to a degree that ought to alarm and make asham- 
ed many who, from their childhood, have been 
blessed with all the means of grace, of which 
ihe sailor has been totally deprived. The Gos- 
pel, being addressed to the feelings, as well 
ag fo the understandings, of men, is as likely,and 
perhaps wore 80, if faichfully presented, to have 
its saving and renovating effect upon seamen as 
upon any other class of men. 

That seamen can be converted, is proved from 
the Soriptures. In Iga, Ix. 5, it is declared, 
that “The abundance of the sea shall be con- 
verted’? unto the Church of God.”’ In the for 
y-secoud chapter of this aame prophet, it 1s als 
affirmed, not coly that it isthe duty of seamen,

God is said to be the confijence, not only 
‘tof all the ends of the earth,”? bur ‘ot them also 
that are far offupon the sea” On the first part 
of this prediction, Christians have not allowed 
themselvesto doubt; but the second has been 
“like adead men,out of mind.”? In the niuth verse 
of the sixtieth chapter of Isaiah, sailors are re 
cognized as the snoat active and engaged in ad 
vancing the general cause of God in the world. 
Even Jacob. by the spirit of prophecy, desigé 
nated a branch of his family who wou!",in future 
time, become mariners: Gen. xlix, 13. and Mo- 
ses, in Deut. xxxiii, 18,19, determines the ends 
for which (hey were to become. #0: that they 
might spread the kuowledge of the true God, 
and advance the interests of his kingdom among 
the nations, The seamen sha!l yet ‘sing for the 
majesty of the Lord,& cry aloud from the sea;”’ 
and then shall the Lord God be glorified in the 
istande. Tsaiab xxiv. 14,15. Indeed, all the 
predictions of the universal spread of the Gos- 
pel have a direct bearing on this subject; be- 
cause that Gospel of salvation, and that kingdom 
of righteousness, can never fill the world till the 
seamen are coaverted to Christ. 

But, that seamen can be converted, is proved 
from fact. Religious effort has beea more abun- 
daatly blessed among seamen than amoug any 
other clags of men whatever. The hopeful con- 
version of ten thousand in less than teo years, 
with the very feeble and jusufficent wweasures 
which have been adopted to accomplish the end, 
should be a suffic:ent pruof of this, Such, how- 
ever, is buta partial statement of the fact; tor 
ive real and exact number can never be correct- 
ly ascertained. We tave often seen this great 
evange in the sailor! have heard his groanings 
under a sense of his sins; his rejoicings under a 
sense of sins forgiven; his prayers for bis sip 
mates, and for hit own soul, and his songs of 
salvation to {lim who has redeemed him from 
death. And surely toe songs of salvativa sound 
most sweetly from tongues which bave so long 
b-en used alinost exclusively in blasphemy a- 
gainet God Facts in abundance have settled 
the question fur ever, as tothe practicability of 
he moral and religious improvement of seamen. 
They can as well be improved in morals and re- 
ligion a9 any other class of men! But ‘‘some 
man will say,” : 

WHAT PROFIT WILL THERE BE IN IT? 

We would answer, in the language of an a- 
postie oo an another subject: ‘Much every 
way.’ Butchiefly inthe commercial, political, 
moral, and religious influence which they have 
on the world. Grant us but the principle, which 
aven infidelity harself toes grant, that ‘the prin- 
ciples of Bible morality,if lived up to, are better 
calculated to make man happy in the present 
life than any other system of morals;”’ and then, 
we say, the moral and religious improvement of 
seamen most be of greatand commanding im- 
portance, evenin the eyes of the mere mano of 
tne world 

The conversion of which we speak is impor- 
tant in acommercial point of view. Commerce 
can never he carried on without the aid of sea- 
men. In this view, it should seem that no com 
mercial man who regards his own iaterest, 
could be indifferent to the moral improvement of 
sailors; and if the subject wereproperly v «wed, 
uo such mao would be indifferent toil. Every 
man feels more safety, aod advances his own in- 
terest more sureiy, by committipg bis property 
to the hands of hosost men, than in committing 
itto the hands of rogues and swindlers. Elevate 
seamen totie standard of mere Bible morality, 
and you make them men of the strictest | ouesty, 
who will regard your interest ae they regard theu 
own; elavate seamen to this standard, aod you 
pnt an end to all matinies, in which whole car 
goes of property, and often many valuable lives, 
are all lost at once; slevate them to this standard, 
and you destroy more effactually the appalling 
evils of piracies, than by all other means com 
bined. These we consider self evident pos 
tions; and in view of them we may ask, what 
commercial man, who loves his own iaterest, 
does not see it to be intimately connected with 
the moral improvement of sailors? Aad will he 
not, then, aid those who are engaged (q accom- 
plish that improvement? 

The moral improvement of seamen is impor- 
tant in a political point of light. It is a given 
irinciple, tested not only by the history of al! 
ges, but by universal fact, that moral and re 

gious men make the best subjects in aay govern 
\ aes It is also no less evident, that sailors

when they have assured us, tha: “rt is not saying 
too mucn to affirm, that both Eogland and Ae 
merica, atthis momeat, owe theif national exie- 
‘ence to their seamen.’’ And, surely, if this be 
true, these aations are bonad.as nations to aid af 
‘east in the elevation of the moral character of 
their seamens : 

It is important io a moral and asocial point of 
light, Many are the instances in which the hap- 
piness aad peace of the soa! and domestic cir 
cle have bees marred and broken up by the ime 
morahtwofseaneo. And it will be evident, thao 
tse moral influe-ce of salors oo the world, mus’ 
of veceasity be very grea’, wheather that influence 
good or bad. They sre with all classea of 
men, and all sorts of men, and all oations of 
men under the whole beaven; «nd their influe 
eace must, therefore, be astonshingiy great.— 
It ay, ndeed,be invisible to th» partial observer 
In its operation; but, bke leavoa, it is silently, 
aad at tre same time ino effectually, diffusing 
itself into the entire morality of the world. Theis 
in uence, ina Christlan country, 18 mors imme~ 
diately felt ia the cities, and theocs it is distri- 
buted through land, sothat there ie scarcely @ 
town, or a vil age, or hamlet, in the whole coun« 
try, where their influence is not immediatly or 
remotely felt. Itis moat likely (rue, that no 
class of men in our world besides, have so wide 
aod extended an influence on its morals ag the 
seamen. The weight of that influence at pre- 
seat is evil, ‘‘only evil, and that continually "—~ 
In wavy parts of the heathen world, it is abso- 
lutely dreadful; and we shall bave occasion, in 
another place, to spread outa few appalling facts 
conceroing it. Once turn this influence in fa- 
vour of morality and virtue, and see how soon 
there wou'd be an entirely different moral aspect 
on the face ofthe world. This object should be 
sought by every man, (with such means as he 
nay possess to acomplish it,) in proportion to 
the value he pu's oa the virtue and morality of 
his country, Heal the fountain, and you reno- 
vate the streams. To dothis is o.e of the main 
objects of “The American Seameo’s Friend 
Society,’ in ifs efforts to reform the system of 
sailor hoarding—this being, in its estimation, 
‘he **mother sin’? in the case, it being prolific of 
all others among these men, who gend sucha 
current of sin and misery through the world. 

But there are other motives which should 
bring eve’y good man, and every friead of man, 
co the work of reforming sailors. We owe them 
much. We have before adverted to the fast of 
their beiag a bu'wark of defence to the liberties 
ofourcountry. I is also most m.a.festly true, 
that we depend o1 tham for most of ourluxuries, 
aod for any of the necessaries of tife, Look 
upon your table! and then iato your wardrobe? 
and see how manytarticlea you can discover there 
whict have been provided for your comfort, of 
convenience, by the sailors’ toils, privations and 
sufferings? Some of these very articles may 
have come to your-convenience at no less ax- 
pease to some poor sailor than the loss of his life; 
and to his family the loss of a husband and a fa- 
her! And can you sit iquietly down to the ene 
joyment of then, while as yet you uave done no- 
thing to prepare the sailor fora happy immor- 
tahty? You depend upoa the seamen fora very 
great proportion of your most invaluable nfor. 
mation concerning other parts of the world. 
Indeed, we had never boen in possession of this 
goodly land, but for the enterprise and hazzard 
ofseamen, We all know that without the aid 
of these mea, the ocean forms an impassable 
aod eternal barrier between us and every other 
part of the globe; and to thia litle portion would 
our Knowledge of it be confined, were there-n6 
seamen to “tempi the dangers of the sea,’* and 
briug us information from a quarter to which we 
must for ever have been strangers withont them, 
Gratiiude, then, it should seem, would prompt 
almost every man spostansously to put forth his 
helping haad to raise up the snilor from his dee 
graded situation, Now, in view of thease facts a- 
lone, we do not kaow how a man can be indiffer- 
rat to the moral improvement of seamen, andat 

ie same (ime be a lover either of his fellows 
men or his coustry. Without a knowledge of 
the subject, he may doubtless be indifferent to 
the cause of seamen, and yet possees these wrt- 
mes; but when itis once made knowa to him, 
even in its influence on the political and civil 
concerns of man, we do feel that the love of 
country, will impel every man possessing them, 
in some way at least, to put hig hand to the wor 
of improving the morale aod gaviag the souls 
sailors 

There is also a marked 

RELIGIOUS [MPORTANOB 
ia the conversion of seamen, which mast not be 
nassed in silence. Ii is intimately connected 
‘with the prosperity of missions abroad, and the 
salvation of the beathea. No missionaries coult 
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Be sent to the “islands of the sea,” or to the “far 
distant coasts,” without seamen; nor could any 
supplies be sent to them, neither any returns be re- 
ceived from them, without the same aid. Indeed, 
eommunication of every kind, and on every subject, 
would be entirely and forever cut off between us 
and them, were there no seamen to traverse the 
trackless ocean. It would, too, be some alleviation 
to the sufferings of the missionaries, and soften 
many of the pangs which they feel on leaving their 
friends, their homes, and their firesides, to go to 
an unknown country, and among a people of an un- 
known tongue, to preach the salvation ot Christ, 
could they once find in every sailor a Christian 
brother, instead of a thoughtless, blaspheming sin- 
ner. And how greatly would their burdens be 
lightened, on their arrival among the heathen, could 
they find in every seaman a helper in the work of 
the Lord, instead of an enemy to waste and destroy’ 
It is ceriainly and obviously true, that sailors, if 
generally pious, would be the most active and pow 
erful suxiliaries to foreign missions of almost any 
men in the world But, generally vicious and 
abandoned, as they sow are, they throw innumera- 
ble and constant hindrances in the way of their pro 
gress, and do more to prejudice the minds of the 
he then against the Christian religion, than all oth- 
er men besides. Is this doubted? Whence, then. 
let it be asked, has originated in the heathen’s 
mind, thet universal contempt and hatred of the 
Christian name? Not simply in the fact, that hi 
“heort is deceitful above all things, and desperat 
ly wicked.” for that is equally true of every oth: 
sinner. Nor yetis it because he has investigate: 
the Christian revelation, and found it only a systen 
of imposition and falsehood; for he has had no 
portunity to make this investigation; certainly not, 
til) within these few years past. And as far as op- 
portunity has been given, and the investigatior 
made, it has served greatly to soften the asperits 
of his feelings towards the Christian name and 
Christian nations. No, no! the heathen hates the 
Christian name for other and better reasons, than 
these! He has heen swindled and oppressed, rob 
bed and spoiled evermore, of all that was dear i 
him, by men bearing its name. 
he heathen world, from the day immemoria] 
has sossecsed little or no knowledye of Chris’ anit) 
or of Christians. save what they have learned of 
wicked anid abandoned seamen, and trafficers i: 
merchandise, and in “slaves and souls of men,’ 
whom they nave borne along with them, more bru 
tal than themselves. [n woat light must th 
heathe* have viewed the Christian religion when 
“Freighted with curses was the barque that hore 
The sailors of the West to India’s shore,” 


And when, before these Christians, their coun- 
try was ‘‘as the garden of Eden,” and behind ther 
a desolate wilderness? What, when they came 
among them but for the purposes of plunder, ra- 
pine, and death! and seemed only to be governed 
by the princinle that “power 1s RicuT’ They 
have judged of the religion by the character exhi 
bite’) in the men who bore its name. And why 
shovld they not, so long as they had noother date 
by vi ch to form a judgement?” When urged to 
embrace the Christian religion, they have often me: 
the missionary man of Goi with some terrible re- 
tor like the following: ‘We have learned most ol 
our degrading vices fromthe Christians! we never 
knew any thing about ardent spirits and drunken- 
ness till we learned i: from Chris ians; uncleanness 
too. was almosturknown among us till we were 
visited by Christi:n intriguers; and we were unit 
ed, 27d comparatively happy among ourselves, til 
thee Christians came among us. Would you, 
ther, have us exchange a religion under whose in 
fluence we were comparatively happy, forone which 
has introduced among us so many and such incal- 

«culnble evils?” What could the man of God an- 
swer to an argumentof this sort? He could only 
_ tell them that these, and all such men, were Chris- 
tians only in name; and that the Christian religion 
condemns in the strongest manner,every such prac- 
tice. But how was the heathen to know this? He 
had not been favoured with the better traits of th 
Christian character; and, above all, he bad never 
seen the record ot Christianity, in which its doc 
trines and duties are delineated. He, therefore, had 
mo way to judge of the religion but by the lives 
and conduct of the men who bore its name, and 
«hence he formed an inveterate and implacable ha- 
tred, even of the very name of a Christian, and an 
-abhborresce of the Christian religion. And for him 
there was some shade of palliation; but for men 
, among ourselves, who have opportunities to see 
some of the better traits of Christian character, 
and to examine the Christian revelation for them- 
“gelves; for such men to attribute the faults of 
Whristian professors to Christianity itself, is a 
disitige avousness, and a crime, for which there can 
be tio excuse, or even circumstance pleaded in ex- 
tentanon. It is a deliberate and known slander or 
the Christian religion. This, however cannot be 

said of the heathen. For aught that they knew, 
these wicRed men, bearing the Christian name, 


who were dealing death both to their bodies and| 


souls, and spreading desolation through all thei: 
habitations, were acting accerding to the spirit of 
the Christian religion! and do you marvel that 
they abhor its name? Turn the tables, then, and 
suppose that aclassof men, under a given name, 
had from the time immemorial visited your shores, 
pillaged your country, burned your cities, robbed 
you of your treasures by treachery and deceit, and 
had carried your sons and your daughters, your fa- 
thers and mothers, your brothers and sisters, into 
adistant and unknown land, as bond men, and bond 
women! tell me, I peay you, would you not abho 
that name, and teach your children as soon as they 
* could lisp it, to abhor it also? Such, however, to 
«an alarming extent, has been the abhorred prac 
“tice among seamen; and men associated with them 
bearing the Christian name among the heatheo! 
This has fixed a most deep-rooted and fatal preju- 
dice in heathen minds against Christianity. And 
how isthis prejudice to be removed? Your mis- 
sioveries can do but little towards it at most; and

fluence of wicked seamen at this moment. When 


the missionaries come to feel the fatal effects of 


this influence, it is no marvel that they send back 
acry from heathen lands to the Christian church- 
es: “If you wish the the Gospel extensively to pre- 
vail among the heathen, convert your seamen; for 
they now pull down nearly as fast as all your mis- 
sionaries can build up.” This admonition from 
the missionaries of the cross, should be regarded 
and acted upon bythe Christian churches; for it 
is an unquestionable truth, that seamen from Chris- 
tian lands are at this moment the greatest and 
most fatal hindrances to the progress of civi- 
liz.tion and Christianity among Pagans in every 
partof the world. So long, therefore, as sailors 
are in morals what they are at present, and so long 
as their terrible example in the heathen world con- 
tinues what it now is, the progress of civilization

wo JEWS AT BORRASGOON, 

Mr. Wolf, the, Jewrstr Missionary, under date of 
Nov. 80, 1824, gives an account of his visit co the 
Jews at Borrasgoon, Persia, thirty miles north-east 
of Bushire. 

Half an hour after our arrival at Borrasgoon, Aga 
Arretoon Constantine introduced me, according to 
my desire, to the Jews of this place. I saluted them 
in Hebrew; they brought to me the Heorew Bible; 
I read to them in Isaiah the words, * Who is he that 
cometh from Edom,’ &c. I desired then to see theit 
synagogue, which they shewed me immediately: 
they have two very small and poor synagogues.— 
Every thing among them is witness of their pover- 
ty and misery. Jews with white beards, viz. Mo 
ses, the son of Abraham, Moses, the son of Rabbi 
Moses, Rabbi Serag, the son of Moses, (the latter 
is President of the Jews) and Reuben, the son of 
Moses, and many young Jews stood round me. | 
delivered a discourse of the following tenor: 

How goodly have been thy tents, O Jacob, and 
thy tabernacles,O Israel! And now I see you here 
in great wretchedness, and in great misery too. If

There 
ig a great advant: ge attached to ths machine, beyond ita 
labour-saving quelity :fit ig that the fibres of Asx, %&e, are span 
a'together longi udinaliy, (which cannot be done by the 
spinoing wheel,) whereby the whoie strength of the flax, 
&c. is preserved, and thread perfectly even and smooth.—

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CAMP MEETINGS—Rettiaiovs Messencen. 

The Editor of the Religious Messenger, in his 
naper of the 26th ult. makes a reply to our remarks 
in the Recorder of the 26th September, on the sub- 
ject of Camp Meetings, When we first exnress 
ed our opinion in relation to these meetings, we 
did it with the utmost cindour and moderation, 
and had no expectation of being draw into any 
controversy upon the subject. Injeed, we have 
reason to believe that our sentimen’s were disap- 
proved by many Christians whose piety an‘ inte!- 
ligence entitle them to great respect, because, in 
their view, we expressed ourselves too much in f* 
voue of said meetings. If the ancient proverb, that 
truth lies in the middle between two extremes, be 
worthy of any regard, there is presumptive evi- 
lence that we have notegregiously erred. 

The Messenger says, the plan of itinerating and 
‘ay-preaching, inthe time of Mr. Wesley, was 
brought about by a peculiar Providence. “Wes 
ley never conceived it—he never intended it—it 
appears to have Commenced contrary to his wish 
He really oppose’ it, until he saw that it was the 
work of God; and then he sauctioned and encour- 
aved it. If it had been of man, it would 
have come to nourht—-it did rot come to 
soucht, therefore we infer that it was of God.— 
Might not this hea :ood plan for the Editor of the 
Recordet to follow with respect to Camp Meet- 
ings’”’ 

To itinerant preaching, according to some ju- 
dicious system, there can be no objection. § It is 
truly apostolic, and hes been honoured as an im- 
portant mean af disseminating the light of divine 
truth in darkened regions of the earth; and we are 
fully convinced that the increase and extension cf 
the Methodist Episcopal Church may be justly at 
tributed to their plan of itineration. But to /ay- 
preaching we demur. No layman can be justified 
in invading the sacred office. None have a right 
to preach the Gospel, without the license and ap- 
probation of the church, after a proper trial of their 
qualifications; though laymen of good s‘anding, 
approved by their brethren, especially if officers in 
the church, may be permitted to exhort, and ough 
in various ways to give instruction, advice, and ad- 
monition, as circumstances require. But the ques 
tion whether lav preaching is of God must be de- 
termined by the Scriptures of truth, & not merely 
by the fact of its continuance from the days of Mr 
Wesley to the present time, or that it has not yet 
“come to nought.” Many thiags have, with the 
permission of Divine Providence, but without the 
approbation of the word of God, not only come in- 
to existence, but extended their influence, ind con- 
tinued for centuries, corrupting the church and ru- 
ining the souls of men. If the continuance and 
prevalence of lay-preachingyand camp meetings 
prove that these things are of God, it will follow 
that the continuance and prevalence of numerous 
other things of known and acknowledged evil ten- 
dency equally prove that they also are of God; and 
if we are bound to let such things alone, and not 
test them by the only infallible Rule of faith and 
practice, until we see whether they will continue 


indeed they he evil, gain a fearful ascendency, and 
carry multitudes of our race down to destruction.
